On the evening of March 14, 1953, I went on an appointment to the office of Suleims 

Hamad, Deputy Minister of Finance, and Abdul Aziz bin Abdullah Suleiman, f F 

Assistant Deputy of Finance, where we discussed the results of my trip to fy — 

Dhahran in connection with the proposed expanded ground water development wales 

program, I explained that Aramco had made available all their information 

and that I had several sessions with people in kxploration as well as with 

Mr. Oliger, Mr. Barger and Mr. Cipher in the Relations Department. I said 

that I would like to have a few days to prepare a report based on these 

discussions, I was then asked about Mr. Bogue's trip with Mr. Philby and 

was read a letter from the Minister of Finance in which he requested a 

detailed report of the geologic findings during the 66 day trip with Mr, 

Philby, He asked specifically for the findings on the quantities of the 

deposit, the analysis of the samples collected and brought to Jidda and 

especially stressed the vital importance of the possible iron deposits 

and what we should do as soon as possible to assist in their development, 

I was then shown an analysis of the samples given to the Mines Department 

by Mr. Philby in which showed 59% iron and one and a fraction ounces of 

silver, I expressed the opinion that the quantity of silica was important 

and that we were sending samples to the United States for determination both 

of the iron and of the silica, I then expressed the opinion that in view of 

the favorable quantity of iron in the preliminaty analysis that it would be 

desirable for “r, Bogue and myself to fly over the area in a C=47 from the # 

Saudi Airlines in order to get some idea of their extent and also in order 

to mark out the area on the map so that Aero Service Corporation could take 

aerial photographs and then we would plan to return on the ground and make a 

somewhat detailed geologic map showing the volume of ore. Suleiman Hamad 

expressed his agreement to such a program and said that he would send a cable 

immediately to the Finance Minister requesting that a C-47 be made available 

and we should stand by to fly up as soon as possible, We then briefly dis- 

cussed the extent of aerial photography and the diffculty Aero Service were 

having of cloudy weather, They had consumed about 20,000 gallons of gas, 

and need an additional supply. Suleimah Hamad then reminded m of his request 

for a drilling site somewhere in the vicinity of Jidda to be used by a French 

drilling company to demonstrate a rig they have brought to Jidda in an attempt 

to interest the Saudi Government. We then briefly discussed the status of the 

drilling program and I informed him of the presence of some gas in a well 

drilled for the city water supply at Gisan, adding that a sample would be 

collected and sent to Dhahran for analysis. 1 told HE that we were concerned 

about the way the drilling program was slowing down to which he replied i 

that he would be very happy to have any suggestions I would care to make 

regarding what is needed to expedite the program, y 
One point in the discussion regarding the ore reseVes HE expressed the 

desire of the Saudi Government to try to interest American companies in the 

ore if it is sufficiently attractive enough, I replied that the published 

reports of the Geological Survey received by all of the mining companies 

and“bne of the best ways to interest American companies in concessions 

through the medium of Geological Survey Publications, However, I added that 

our job here is to try to make the Saudi Government strong and economically 

sufficient and that we are of course very happy to help them interest American 

mining companies in any substantial ore deposits that they may have, .

At your request the rock which was reported to be suitable for 
the manufacture of cenient was examined November 16, The party con- 
sisted of Mr, Matoq Bahijry, chief chemist for the Sureeu of Mines, 
Mr, Richard G, Sogue and Mr. Gus H, Goudarai, 

The area examined is approximately 20 kilometers south of gidda 
near the Coast Guard Station. The surface is covered with soil, sand 
and gravel and there are local areas of sparse vegetation, The — 
depth of this cover is between one and four feet, The semi-consolidated 
sandy dune which was thought to be suitable for cement manufacture 7 
lies beneath and is exposed in two dug wells near the Coast Guard 
Station. The thickness exposed in these wells ranges from 3 to 6 
feet. Sands and coarse gravels umdorlie the shale, 

There is another well at the farm of Mr, Suleiman Naneh but it 
is walled with cement blocks and a satisfactory examination could not 
be made, 

Mr. Bahijry has sampled the rock and mde chemical analyses. 

However, from an examination of the shale the problem is physical and 
not chemical, There is a large amount of send, sharp grit and a 
small amount of gravel in the sediment, 

It would be necessary to remove the sand and grit from the shale, 
It is our opinion from the examination that the physical properties of 
this shale are such that it would not be emendable to purification, 

There is too much clay in the shale to use flotation methods, and 
probably for rotary washers or tables, Ory screening would remove the 
coarser sand and grit but it would he necessary to use a fine (at least 
100 mesh) screen and then removal of tho sand wuld not be complete, 

Ory screening would be very dusty and there would be the danger of the 
workmen contracting silicosis, 

It is recommended that a more suitable mck be found to furnish 
the raw material for the manufacture of coment, Ye shall continue the { 
search and obtain samples wherever our field exwinations indicate 
that a rock may be suitable for the manufacture of cement,

At the meeting held in Room 4211, Old Interior Building, the following 
topics were discussed: 


Should the aerial survey be programmed for one or tyo years. The 
question was raised as to whether the cost saving on a two-year contract was 
sufficient to warrant programming for the two years instead of for one year, 
Tt was agreed that the two-year program was the most advisable for reasons 
of economy and operation. TCA suggested that the field be instructed to 
present a program in the amount of #120,000 for Fiscal Year 1953, 


It was agreed that the railroad survey is not contingent on the mineral 
survey. The railroad survey is to be made along the most expeditious route, 
without regard to presence or absence of minerals. It was agreed that the 
two would be considered as separate items, 


The geological survey under Glen Brow is to be augmented by the 
addition of at least two geological technicians. Their initial assignment 
to be a geological reconnaissance along the preferred route which is the 
fifth route proposed in Mr. Gildea's report, They then would work under 
Glen Brown toward a complete geological survey of Saudi Arabia, 


It was agreed that the railroad route would not be based on mineral 
resources available, but would probably follow Route 5 of the Gildea report, 
It was agreed that the field be asked to comment on aerial strip photographing 
of the preferred route,

At this meeting held in Room 408 Tuesday May 6 at 3:00 p.m, these topics 
were discussed; 


Should this railroad survey be done by government agencies or by private 
industry? The opinion of the group was that that survey should be done by 
private industry and that several possible contractors should be alerted to 
submit proposals from which ve might negotiate a contract, 


What should be done about military clearance? It was decided that the 
military establishment should be informed by calling Edward J. Carroll - IAD. 


It was noted that type bid proposals and negotiated contract forms are 
available in the office of Mr. William Gage, MSA, Ext, 3012, It was suggested 
that TCA call Mr, Gage for information on contracts and for suggestions of names of 
other contractors than those named later in this memorandum, 


It was clearly understood by all present that although Mr, Gildeas' report 
now proposes five possible railway routes between Yiyadh and Jidda there may be 
others since the choice of any route my be based on mineral resources available, 
It is also understood that a mineral survey has top priority and that the raile 
road survey is contingent on some type of mineral survey, however, it was clearly 
understood by all those present that the railway survey will be done 
even if the geological reports are negative, 


A geological survey will be made for the purpose of discovering new 
mineral resources in Saudi frabia, This survey will precede the railroad 
survey, Geological surveys of Saudi 4rabia have been made by K, S, Twitchel, 
A. L, Wathen and J, G, Hamilton (The Report of United States Agricultural 
Mission to Saudi trabia, 1943) Peters and ARAMCO, There is also the Gildea 
report to be consulted as a guide for the possible contractors, 


The geological survey should be limited in geographic scope to the area 
in Saudi Arabla covered by the five route proposals made in Mr. Gildea's report, 
This geological survey designed to discover new mineral resources should be so 
designed as not to duplicste the work being done by the Point 4 geological 
technicians under Glen Brown, The first report from this survey should be 
made to TCA directly not later than six (6) months after its initiation, 


The railroad survey may begin any time after the first or interin rovers 


ies been filed, The geological survey may continue to completion along w 


@ railroad survey, 
Tt was also suggested that railroad 
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mineral deposits are discovered by the geologists after the first report is 
submitted and after the railroad survey has begun it would be possible to 
include these areas in the railroad survey and recommend that spurs from the 
mainline be established,

SUBJECT: Saudi Arabian Mineral and Railroad Surveys 


This memorandum is to confirm our telephone conversation concerning 
your memorandum to Mr. Fryer on this subject. 

Summarizing the view I expressed to you, ED supports your first 
alternative position of trying to persuade SAG that a mineral survey 
ought to be made before the railroad survey, We think that the mineral survey 
might be done on a fairly broad basis using as many as ten to fifteen 
technician for whatever period is necessary, 

ED considers the mineral survey of high priority in Saudi Arabia, 
Because of our strategic interest in Saudi Arabian oil, one aspect of 
U.S. policy for that country is to try to diversify the economy by 
developing resources other than oil. Thus, a large scale mineral exploration 
would serve not only to help justify a railroad, but more importantly it 
should disclose whether or not basic industry other than oil is feasible, 

We have also felt that the mineral survey must precede the railroad 
survey since mineral discoveries must really help determine the location 
of the railroad, If @ railroad were to be surveyed prior to important 
mineral discoveries, a resurvey might prove necessary to build the rail- 
road near to the deposits, Even more seriously the railroad might be 
built on a route distant from any mineral discoveries, That might mean 
either that expensive feeder lines were needed from the deposits or that 


minerals would be transported by truck, ignoring the railroad, 
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Your memorandum also raised the question of TCA acting as a middle man 

between SAG and a private 1S, firm for the purpose of letting a railroad 
survey contract. As I mentioned to you in our telephone conversation, ED 
Sees some dangers in TCA acting 2s middle man in this situation. Tnless 
that role is forced upon you by the SAG, it can turn out to be a thankless 
one resulting in TCA responsibility for the acts of the private firm, 
U.S. experience in Tran and other countries where private contractors 
have been recommended has not been a happyme. We have usually tried 
to stay out of such arrangements, leaving foreign Governments to mke 
their own contacts and arrangements with 0.3. firms. 

On the question of the proposed railroad and U.S, involvement with 
it, I want to mention to you a talk that I hed with Mr, Arthur Wubnig, 
transportation expert of the IBRD, Mr, Yubnig noted that where Governments 
own or are responsible for deficits on railroads, the temptation exists 
for those Governments to either restrict or impose heavy taxes upon 
competing highway traffic so as to force traffic on to the railroads 
and thereby minimize operating losses, The Syrian Government, for 
example does not allow transit traffié from Lebanon through Syria to 
Jordan, unless that traffic uses the railroad from Beirut to Damascus 
and then to Amman, Syria is apparently trying by this device to minimize 
the annual deficits of the railway, which by the terms of the railway 
concession, the Government is obligated to pay, The Saudi Government 
might be tempted to promote railway traffic from Jidda by similar devices 


if the railway proves unable to compete,
